Opposition to “Copying of 
American Plan.”

TOKIO, Dec. 24.—The proposed 


institution of military training in 
the middle and higher technical 
schools has aroused violent opposi- 
tion amohg students, many intel- 


lectual societies and in the bulk of 
the native press. Student bodies 
have sent deputations to the War 
Department to register their ob- 
jection to the plan, and a number 
of educators have made public ad- 
dresses or contributed articles to 
the newspapers against it. 

The supporters of the plain 
maintain that it has no essential 
military objective, but is intended 
as a substitute for sports and to 
invigorate the youthful mind as 
well as body.

Ways and dramatic achieve- 
ments frequently I entertain a verv 
high respect, has manufactured in 
“Old English” a singularly hashy 
play. What he has written is sim- 
ply a role for a,ham actor of the 
old school and. called it a charac- 
ter. ._ This role, a/patchwork of 
Grumpy, Baron Chevrfal and Isi- 
dore Lechat, ig rich in all the pet 
mummer shenanigans that have 
delighted the actor heart sine 
Mansfield evoked the awe of the 
yokels by collapsing in death 
among the banquet-table disnres 
and since Irving drew down the 
thunders of boob applause by tot- 
tering around the furniture and 
falling dead to the accompaniment 
of off-stage fifes and drums. 

It {is character only in terms of 
arbitrarily {mposed charactertar'cs, 
the most of which are culled less 
from human nature than from the 
traditions of cabotinage. We have, 
in this role of the gray old British- 
er, the stereotyped fits of trascib.!- 
ity lapsing abruptly into warm- 
heartedness, the slow and laboric 1s 
getting into and out of arm-ohatrs, 
the flinty sternness alternating sud- 
denly, as if by rote, with gentle 
kindness, the gradual coming gn of 
paralysis, accompanied by the cus- 
tomary bull-like actor’ breathiny.

“CANDIDA.” 

N all of Bernard Shaw’s work 
there are no finer passages than 
those which go to make up the 
last half of the last act of that 
Sendity among modern comedies 
known as “Candida.” I know of 
no better instance of intelligent 
sentimental] writing. Taking mate- 
rials that, these 30 years ago, were 
already deeply imbedded in the 
hokum of the popular theater, 
Shaw converted them into first- 
grade dramatic Iiterature by the 
simple device of viewing them 
eyes of the mind 
rather than through the eyes of the 
heart, as they had previously been 
in the custom of being viewed. The 
playwright of commerce is invari- 
ably given to an attempt to touch 
the heart through tke heart. 

Shaw knew better. He knew 
that the shortest road to the hu- 
man heart is through the head. 
Where the playwrights of his 
earlier d@y jockeyed with an audi- 
ence’s sentimental emg@tions with 
what may be called heart-to-heart 
drama, he made itt his own trick 
to do the jockeying with heart-to- 
mind drama. It is the easiest thing 
in the world to instil In an audl- 
ence’s heart the mood of agrée- 
able melancholy; but it is_a diffi- 
cult thing, indeed, to instil the 
same mood in an audience’s head. 

This third act of “Candida” is a 
keen searching into the core of 
banality and the ferreting out 
therefrom what essences of beauty 
and tenderness are hidden. there. 
Out of age-old materials, long weary 
from the heaviness of grease-paint 
and tinsel, Shaw distilled the buried 
and eternal truths: From ‘such 
puppets of the theater as the thick 
John Shand of a husband, the ro- 
mantic poet and the wife who is the 
triangle’s other angle: from such 
situations as that wherein the two 
men confront each other at the 
gate of amorous battle and th:t 
wherein the two and the woman 
they both love take the center of 
the stage; and from such anctieat 
tear-breweries as the monologue e- 
counting the rosemary of other and 
younger days—from stencils such 
as these, Shaw extracted all of the 
stencil that was in them and re- 
vealed the warm compreliension 
and the years-old but ever vital 
philosophy that had so long been 
coated with stage rouge.

LTHOUGH university students usually have 
outgrown their first childhood and sel-

ARLY in 183898, Dr. Hawley Harvey Crip- 
pen met in New York a good-looking gir! 
of 17, with whom he fellin love. He mar- 
ried her and went toe live at St. Louis. 
He knew her as Cora Turner; later he dis-

Crippen, who was a native of Coldwater, Mich., 
was then a little over 30 years of age. He had been 
in London about 10 years before fnd had studied 
medicine. On his return to Ameriea he had com- 
pleted his studies at the Lfospital College of Cleve- 
land, O., and also at the Ophthalmic Hospital in 
New York. A quiet, stndious, inoffensive man, he 
practiced at Philadelphia and Toronto, and now 
took his wife, Cora, to St. 

Louis, where he became ell 
known and popular. 

After about six months, his 
wife, who possessed quite a 
good voice, persuaded him fo 
allow her to go to New York 
and have it trained. as it was 
her great ambition fo sing in 
opera. She was extremely 
ambitious, very prenud of her 
talent, and felt confident of 
success. Indeed, almost from

her tirst Meeting with Crippen she 
seemed to be fond of making pre- 
tense of being an artiste, and ere 
long adopted the stage name of 
“Belle Elmore,” though had 
mever performed on the stage in her 
life.

Crippen entered the 
service of Munyon’s advertising 
business in patent medicines and 
eame to London as manager. The 
firm, at the time, oecupled offiees-in Shattsbury ave- 
nue, fie was fuily quatified for that post and his 
quiet, serious demeanor soon drew the friendship 
of many people who consulted him. 

Four months later, his wife, having abandoned the 
idea of singing in grand opera, joined him in apart- 
menfs at South Crescent, just off the Tottenham 
Court road. Afterwards they lived in Guilford street, 
Bloomsbury, and about five years before the crime 
they rented a house at 39 Hilldrop Crescent, a small 
semi-detached house in a quiet, leafy thoroughfare 
off the Camden road. 

Before moving to the latter address, (rippen made 
a hurried journey to New York 
on business, leaving his wife in 
a boatding house in Guilford 
street. On his return = several 
months later she told him that 
she had met a man named Bruce 
Miller, who had been attracted 
by ber, amd had often taken her 
out to dinner and theaters. In 
deed, aecording to Crippen’s 
story, his wife’s manner had en- 
tirely changed and she told him 
frankly that she did not tare for 
him any more. Bruce Miller, 
she explained, was a musi¢c-hal! 
artist and was still in London. In 
eonsequence of this, there were 
frequent quarrels and estrange- 
ments between husband and 
wife, though they both hid the 
truth from their mytual friends. 


Cora Crippen continued to eall 
herself Belle Elmore, but found 
that to get on the London music- 
hali staze was impossible.

Was a ftriend.. Mrs. Strattoa Crippen announced 
his wife's death on the very eve of his holiday to 
Dieppe with the ciri who had usurped her place. Not 
only that, but the murderer actually pat an obituary 
notice in the Era and wrote to many of his friends, 
telling them how gerief-stricken h- was. But Belle 
Eimore’s friends. ineluding a Mr. Nash and a Mrs. 
Louise Smythson. prosecuted their tneutiries. and 
asked Crippen some rerr awkward questions. Crippen 
could not even tell] them the name of the liser on 
which Mrs. Crippen had sailed or the port she had 
safled from, neither could he give them his late 
wife's address in America. 

Se confident. however. was the giaster poisoner 
that his crime was completely cohcealed and all trace 
of his wife effaced, that his mert step was to an 
moance that her remains had been cremated fz 
America and the ashes sent to him. 

This Paused Mr. Nash, whe knew Beile Elmore 
well and had interested hBimseif In the affair, to 
question him coucerning those ashes, but the replies 
he received were so ansatisfactory that on June 36 
he went to New Scotland Yard and saw Chief In- 
spector Walter Dew, who. on July $, call with 
Sergt.

This, of course, placed another complexion upos 
the mystery. No doubt Crippen was terribly fright- 
ened, and his statement iustantiy quickened the sus 
picions of the police. He accompanied the inspector 
back to Hilidrop Crescent, where be showed him 
every room in the house and also showed him the 
clothes and jewelry his wife had left behind The 
inspecter seriousir pointed out fhat Mrs. Crippem 
must be found. wherempon Crippen suggested an 
advertisement beime pat in several American papers, 
and they drafted one together 

Let Inspector Dew himself tell the story of his 
search of the house and its result. He says- 

“On Tuesday, July 12, I made a further examina- 
tion of the house. and also on the thirteenth. when, 
amongst other things, I again searched the coal cel- 
lar. The coal cellar had a brick floor. There was 
a@ very =mail quantity of coal there, and also a little 
rubbish, cuttings from small branches of trees. an 
old chandelier, and such things as that I went 
down with Mitchell om to my knees. and probed 
about with a2 smal! poker which I had eat ont of the 
kitchen. I found that the 5 went in somewhat 
easily between the crevices of the bricks. and | mar 
aged to get one or two =p. and then several others 
came up pretty easily. I then got a spade from the 
garden and dug the clay that was immediately am 
derneat’ the bricks. After diegine down to about 
depth of four spadefuls I came across what ap 
peared to be human remains 

“After digcing further r I sen t for Dr. Marshall. the 
divisional! epee of police im that district. and Sir 
Melville Macn ten, chief of the Criminal! Investiga- 
tion section Tg Dr. Marshall came 
6 o'clock, and he saw a portion of weet I had uan- 
earthed. After I had procured assistance, we dag 
further,\and Dr. Marshall came back later on. We 
left the remains where Chey ' were that night, without 
moving them: we eovered them up. locked up the 
house, and left it in charge of two police officers. 

“On the mext day. the fourteenth. Dr. Marshall 
again attended. along with Mr. Pepper. the Home 
Expert. Under their directions the remains were 
removed from the cellar and put into a coffin and 
removed to the mortuary. Im addition to the re 
mains which we put imto the coffin were some 
articles which we put into a tray. one of these 
articies being a Hiade’s curier. From that time 
July 14, the remains were tn charge of the doctors, 
so far as I know.” 

The game was up. The blandering lies had aite 
gether failed——and Crippen was now a fugitire os 
the seas. 

On the morning of July $. after Inspector Dew had 
circulated the description of Mrs. Crippen, the doe- 
tor hurriedly entered his office at the Drouet fa- 
stitute at 9:39. So flurried waz he that William 
Lonug..a dental mechanic. asked if he was anvwel?. 

“No,” he replied. “Only a little scandal.” 

Crippen then gave Long a list of clothing which 
he said he wanted for a boy of 16—a suit of brewn 
tweed, a feit hat 6 5-8 size, two collars, a tie. a pair 
of boots and a shirt. Long, as requested. purchased 
the things cheaplr at shops in Oxford street and 
brought them to the —_ room of the office of the 
Yale Tooth Specialists. where he left them. 

That was the last he saw of Cri ippea, Tho. as was 
subsequenti> proved, shared off his mustache. left 
off wearing this giasses, wore a new suit and ieft 
London for Antwerp, taking with him the girl Le 
Neve dressed in boy’s clothes and passing as his son. 
He assumed the name of Robinson, and after going 

to Antwerp went on to Brussels and thes 
Sack to Antwerp. From there the pair sue- 
eeded in obtaining passage br the steamer 
Montrose bound for Quebec.

ANY years ago Don Luis de San- 
doval drove his lance through a 
Moorish chief and led a-proud Arab 
stallion back to Spajn.. 
this spirited desert steed was-Wart- 
rior’s great-great-great-great-zrande 
sire. Quien sabe? ‘ome years later 
the descendants of old Don Luig - rode fromm old 
Mexico against the wild tribés to- thé north—the 
Pueblos, the Moquis, the Cochitis; the Jemez, the 
Navajoes and that fiercest of fierce tribes, the 
Apaches. And many a Spanish corpse lay in the 
sun and many a Spanish horse was led to an In- 
dian village, after those battles, Horses at that 
time were new to the American Indians, and con- 
sequently much in demand, As time went on, how- 
ever, the number of horses belonging to the-In- 
dians increased, until today there are thousands of 
semi-wild “‘broomtails’’ running the Western range. 
And in these horses flows the blood of the ancient

As a general rule, these “‘broomies,” as the cow- 
boys call them, do not make good ponies; not be- 
cause they are not fast, nor because they do not 
have the stamina, but because they are too small. 
A real cow horse must be able to sit back and up- 
end a big steer.

It may be well to explain briefly what the Gov- 
ernment is doing in the line of supplying cattle and 
horses to the Indians. The wild horses on the res- 
ervation are the property of the-Indians. No white 
man may take them without permission from’ the 
superintendent. As often as horses are needed by 
the Indians, cowboys from the ID ranches ride 
down a band of bronchos and a professional bron- 
eho buster undertakes their education. Of course, 
many of the Indians catch their own ponies and 
break them, but as.a general rule they are not very 
successful. It takes big, stout, grain-fed horses to 
catch wild horses, and the average Indian is not 
possessed of such mounts. I had always wanted to 
be in a wild horse run, and so welcomed the news 
as thoroughly as Sid disliked it.

A new system will be followed with 
the ‘‘permalloy-loaded’”’ cable, and it is 
interesting to note that many of the

development of the new cable and its 
accompanying apparatus are radio ex- 
perts. aes 

For fhe first time in submarine cable 
practice, the electron tubes which are 
familiar to every radio amateur will be 
used to amplify the signals received 
over the cable. The recording of mes- 
sages will be done, too, by means not 
heretofore used in cable work. 

Instead of being read from the tape 
by an operator, they will be automatic- 
ally translated into letters and words 
by automatic typewriting machines 
which operate on the same principle as 
the familiar printing telegraph, now in 
such general use that more than 70 per 
cent of all telegrams handled by the 
Western Union are received in this 
manner.

whole section was captured. We were 
taken to the Moor prison at Beni 
Saida. The Moors lined us up and 
picked out every other man. They took 
the men on both sides of me, marched 
them out in front, severed their heads, 


then their ears, placing the ears in the 
mouths, and then forced the living to 
carry the heads to the burying grounds, 
After three days in the prison camp, 
Otto Schultz, a German lad who also had 
been shanghaied, and I escaped and re- 
turned to our organization. 

“Phe commanding officer told us it 
was too bad the Moors didn’t kill us 
and let some of the good men loose. 
After several more days at Uad Lau we 
went back to the front. In a skirmish 
I was shot in the right leg and went 
back to the first-aid station. The doc- 
tor ordered me back to the front. Re- 
turning, I picked up a wounded com- 
rade, and as I started to carry him back 
to the first-aid station I was shot in 
the right ankle. I was then permitted 
to remain in the hospital for a few days. 
I still suffer from the wounds. 

“TI went back to the front in Sep- 
tember and' played like I had lost my 
mind. I was sent back to the hospital 
and ordered to the front again within 
a short time. At Gorgeous, George 
and Tom Wilson, brothers from Vivien, 
W. Va., were wounded in the legs, and 
George lost one leg by amputation. 

‘We got hold of a Spanish newspaper 
which reported four or five persons 
killed in the fighting and the Spanish 
rapidly gaining ground. The truth of 
the matter is that-more than 5000 were 
killed or wounded and the Moors were 
advancing. I then contracted the fever 
and went back to the hospital. On Oct. 
14 I started: with a convoy to Xuaen. 
We were attacked on the way and had 
an awful time getting through. We 
were 19 days without food or water. 

“On Armistice Day the . Carenco, 
bound for Italy, whistled in the -har- 
bor. For several days I had been away 
from my organization, and tle boat 
pulled out 20 minutes after I had found 
refuge in the tank room. We stopped 
one day at Melilla, a city in enemy ter- 
ritory, but the Moors did not search the 
boat. I arrived in Genoa four days 
later and related my experience to Mr. 
Osborne, the American Consul. He re- 
quired me to make affidavits and he 
said an investigation would be held at 
Washington.” 

Harold states that the American Con- 
sul at Genoa, Italy. took his affidavit 
and then got him a job on the steam- 
ship Liberty Bell, which brought him 
to Galveston. YY. M. C. A. officials at 
Houston, Tex., supplied the young ad- 
venturer with transportation to his 
home. 


The foregoing account of Harold 
Ewing’s adventures is written from a 
personal interview with him, at Wichita. 
The Post-Dispateli Bureau at. Washing- 
ton, which jnvestigated the story from 
the official standpoint, adds four years 
to the age of Harold, and alters the 
story slightly in some other respects. 
The rest of this article is wired frém 
Washington: . 

Harold Ewing of* Wichita, Kan., al- 
though only 23 years old, had enough 
adventures in Europe and Africa last 
year to satisfy him a lifetime, accord- 
ing to an affidavit he made in Genoa, 
which has just become available here. 

Following is a brief list Of the epi- 
sodes of his Odyssey,-which stretched 
from his home on EsteHe avenue in 
Wichita, to Germany, Spain and the Bar- 
bary coast, back to Kansas: Shanghied, 
escaped, captured; captured, escaped;

According to his affidavit, which is 
on record, Ewing signed up on the Ger- 
man freighter Freifeld for a trip to 
Hamburg. Here he was paid off. Sev- 
eral weeks later he was approached by 


six others, after several rounds of drinks 
in a Hamburg cabaret, to sign papers in 
German, which was explained as a nec- 
essary preliminary for jobs on the. 
Spanish vessel Byron, due to sail the 
next day for South America. 


As agreed, Ewing and his companions 
boarded the Byron the next day under 
the impression they would sail to South 
America. Two days later, however, the 
Boat put in at the Spanish port Gijon 
on the Bay of Biscay and six Spanish | 
soldiers with fixed bayonets took them 
to a barracks, where the party was 
placed under guard. 


From Gijon the party was taken un- 
der armed escort to Alpiarca, then to 
Ceuta, where the men were given Span- 
ish uniforms and rifles, yet kept under 
guard. Their real training began there, 
as they were enrolled in the Fifth “Ban-| 
nero’ of the Spanish Foreign Legion and 
sent to Darrifin, preparatory to actual 
fighting against the Riffs, who were 
making it hot for the“Spanish in that 
North African protectorate. 


By this time, however, the Kansas 
boy decided he would rather be on hi§ 
native prairies or on the sea than un- 
der Spanish discipline and Moorish fire. 
He and four other new members of the 
legion attempted to escape in a rowboat, 
using rough pieces of timber for oars. 
They started at 11 p. m., but after 13 
hours of futile rowing they wtre picked 
up by a Spanish cruiser and returned to 
Cueta. For this offense they were put 
in separate towers on short rations for 
two months. Later they were trans- 
ferred to a fortress in the mountains, 
where they were kept a week. 

Again Ewing was put in the lines | 
against the Riffs, and he and a German | 
They escaped two days | 
later to the Spanish lines. In a later 
engagement, Ewing was wounded twice | 
in the right leg and sent to a-hospital. 
Here he remained for only five days and 
then was sent back to the lines with his 
wounds still unhealed. Between Sept. 
5 and the latter part of Oetober he had 
two attacks of fever, but received no 
consideration from the Spanish, Ewing 
said in his deposition. 


, On or about Noy. 1, Ewing again es- 
caped from Cueta. Two or three days 
later he met a messboy. and a sailor 
from the American ship Clarence. The 
messboy lent him a coat to hide his 
Spanish uniform and he stowed himself 
away on the American boat, whieh took 
him t6 Genoa, where Ewing mace the 
affidavit before Consul Osborn on Novy. 
24, 19.24. 

The affidavit gave only a bare recital 
of facts and no descriptiows of the hor- 
rors young Ewing must have encoun- 
tered if his story is true. State Depart- 
ment officials will make no comment on 
the case, explaining that to do so might 
jeopardize negotiations now under way 
for release of séveral other Americans 
still serving in the Spanish army. At 
one time the department had record of 
10 members of the Spanish Foreign Le- 
gion claiming American protection. 
Most of these have been released, offi- 


‘cials said. 


The State Department protested to 
Spain two years ago th. t Spanish agents 
were enlisting men in the United States 
to fight in the Spanish army, It’ was 
contended then that the agents were 
making false representations in their 
attempts to get men. Spain withdrew 
the agents.
